Why Onr Eyes Ache.
Tux genoral complaint made by our cilizens
in regard to the wretched quality of the gas
jurnished at present, has caused publio atten-
tion to be directed to the matter, In Tug
Evuxixo Trieorarn, a few days sinee, wo laid
theae complaints before our readers, and sng-
gested, as a remedy, a renovation of tho sys-
tem of management. Mr. Joseph Manuel, in
reply to the numerons murmurs, publishes a
vard, in which he gives a very plansible and
probably correct explanation of the matter,
which cansas us to envy thedays of tallow dips,
Hestatas that the gas maoufactured is of as good
quality as it has ever been, but the faultis dae
to a deficiency of pressure; that the insafii-
clent capacity of the wmain pipes prevents the
current of gas requisite for consumplion pass-
ing freely through. Let us illustrate what
the Engineer gays:—In 1560, from December 1
to December 15, there was consumed 37,125,000
cubic feet of gas. During the same time in
1867 the vonsumplion reached H0,500,000 feet,
which is an increase of 03 per cent. While
the consumption has thus incressed, the size
of the pipes has remained the same; so that
the same maing must now farnish 57,000,000
feet, whioh before were capable of carrying but
87,000,000, The conseguence is that the lights
when all the pressure is on, is about one-half
as good as formerly. When, however, the
pressure is reduced by a number of the burn- |
ers being extingnished, the fame i3 as bright
as ever. As Mr. Manuel Limsell explaing:—

“Any consumer miey notlee that on Sanday
evening,or on gny eveuning after ten or elaven
o'clock, when heavy consumpiion tenses, tnere
s plenty of lHght, or the gas 18 goud. Now, does
any sensibie peraon Lelleve sl we mauuflie-
tare poor gas and deilver [t 1o 1he consiamer
before ten or eleven o'clock, and goo | gas nlter
that time, or oun SBundery evveulugs? sSuch a
thing wonld be im possible,”

This looks sensible, and seems to farnish
s true reason. But the force of our argu- |
ment in favor of selling our Gas Works to
private companies i8 not in the least affevted
by these facts. We complained of defects, not
of any special grievance. The fact remains
the same. We have poor gas, and it seems
probable that it will coutinue so for anindefl-
pite length of time. If n private corporation
had control, we counld dompel the relaying ol
the mains, and it would be actually accom
plished. There are numerous errors which
can only be remedied by a renovation of our
gystem. If the works be let, they will be
economioally and satisfactorily managed, and
become s source of revenue and not of |
ontlay to our city, as they bave beem too
often befors, We hope the matter will receive
candid and unblassed attention frow Councils.

Corrox Tax.—The failure of the Senate yes-
terday to pass the bill removing the tax on
cotton, and by this delay sending it over until
January, is a result to be deplored. The iute-
rests mot only of the South, but also of the
whole country, demand that the tax be
abolished. We do not feel a willingness to do
anything which would in the least degres in-
jure the North, even if the South would be
more largely beneiited thereby; but, in the
present case, both sections wonld be enriched
by the correction of this past mistake. As it
ig, the guestion remains unsettled; and will
probably mot be reached until Fabruaary.
Meanwhile auxiety and uncertainty will delay
improvement in the cotton-growing Stales,
and keep oapital from being invested there,
Where a feeling is exhibited in all parts of the |
land for the repesl of any law, the danger of
precipitate action, on the part of both Honses,
is much less than the evil which is liable to
result from injudicious delay, We hope, there-
fore, that this bill will be the first thing to
monopolize attention after thm recess,

Catvoryta SExarorsine.—It would seem
that the postof United States Senator is gradno-
ally becoming & cheap gift in the hands of the
Btate Legislatures, The news from California |
tells us that Fugene Casserly has been elscted
to that position.

His
fnal success is an encouragement to hungry
aspirants, aud says to them in chesring lan-
guage, “Naver give np,”" but Ytry, try again 1"
